The perfect
weather of the previous ten davs was
“iroken yesterday by “ra!ny gpell and
Yigher temperature,
Cordial relntions hetween Luxemburg-
ers and Amerleans continue, The marceh
toward the Jhine so far has not heen
marked by a single untoward Incident.
Indieations are that the Germans are
making an orderly withdrawal, desplte
frequent quarrels between Prugsians anid
German  soldiera from other parts of
the former emplre. It is reported that
they even refure to eat together.
Prussinna told tha people of the coun-
tryside that they were golng hack to
Berlln to re-establigh the monarchy and
renew the war., The rest of the Goer-
mans seem well antisfied with the new
reglime In GQermany, and certalnly have
no desire to reecommence hnnull.ma
